Special penal institutions are to be 
built for the care of the yotng of- 
fenders, the first two at . Kingston, 
Ont), and at St. Vincent dé Paul, Que., 
respectively. Firet offenders will be 
sent to the new institutions, where 
they can be dealt with quite apart 
from the penitentiaries where crimi- 
nals with longer records are kept. 
There is nothing of weak senti- 
mentality about the decision of 
the government to build separate 
institutions for juvenile offend- 
ers (comments the Ottawa Citizen). 
It is sound economy. Every young 
mam.who can be saved from 
criminal paths becomes. an as- 
set to the community while the 
habitual offender becomes more 
and more a public charge. 
Experience has shown . that the 
prospects of saving young offenders 
ave hopeful in the great majority of 
cases. Kt is essential, however, that 
the juvenile prisoners be kept away 
from the influence of others who are 
serving long terms or have repesied- 
ly offended to the extent of draw- 
ing upon themselves more than one 
term of imprisonment.
